Applications for

local U. S. Employment office drop- 
ped to the lowest figure during 
AugURt since V-J Day, according to 
an announcement Thursday, A to- 
tal of 280 new applications 
for 


work, including 123 veterans of 
World War II, were made during 
August, and during that same per- 
iod of time, 379 applicants, includ- 
ing 
214 veterans, 
dropped 
their 


claims for unemployment compen- 
sation and readjusted allowance. 


Officials of the local USES of- 


fice term this a good sign of busi- 
ness improvement, since August Is 
generally regarded as one of 
the 


low months lor employment. 


Illffh Employment Level. 


"Total employment in the Corsi- 


cana area is at the highest peace- 
time level, and was exceeded only 
during the flush war boom days 
of 19-1-1 when war contracts and es- 
sential production reached Its high- 
est fwnk," according to the state- 
ment released by \V. B. Reedy, 
manager of the USES office. 


Tho outlook for the next three 


months in the local area points to 
even higher employment totals, and 
may equal the war 
peak days.

the near future, plus a large rood 
construction job beginning soon the 
local employment picture will be 
brighter when these jobs are fully 
staffed. 


Upward Trend. 


The statement fluid that It Is be- 


lieved that employment Is 24 pel- 
cent greater in Navarro county at 
the present t'me than In 1940 when 
the last federal census was taken, 
and promises to continue to in- 
crease toward a peak of 50 per 
cent greater than the 1940 total.
